From your website I take it that your group mostly comprises radio 
operators and the like. 


It would seem that a number of your members worked in the East Africa 
region (Kenya, Mauritius, Seychelles etc) during perhaps the 
1950s-1960s-1970s. Certainly some of them knew - or knew of - VC (Vere 
Chamberlain) Harvey-Brain. 


"Harvey" had settled in the Seychelles after his adventurous arrival there 
in 1946-47, by sailboat (he started out from the UK in 1938 but the war got 
in his way). He remained in the islands for 28 years. 


It appears that in later years he and his wife re-settled in Perth, Western 
Australia, not far from where I presently live. I never knew him, but 
through my newspaper column he sent me a copy of his book "Seychelles 
Saga", which tells the story of his adventures in getting out to his 
beloved islands. 


Harvey died some six or seven years ago. He would have been in his late 
eightys, at least.

In the last carefree, transceiver-, and transistor-free days before 1958, 
to hear on VHF, we just put part of a TV set in front of the old general 
coverage receivers. 


If we were homebrewers left from 5 Meters, or kindled by the Novice 
License, we might cobble up a converter for Six Meters to eumulate a four 
or five mHz TV set passband. But aligining a wide pass is not easy 
without a sweeper. More probably, we bought a two-tube International 
Crystal board kit. It was all most needed then, or now on Six. But up 
on 2M, the Wallman Cascode Circuit needed help and that was the home of 
the multi-tube Tapetone and Tecraft boxes for up to $70 Ike Eisenhower 
dollars. A Tapetone converter was a Cadillac so a TC-108, available for 
about 6 Months in '58 to hear the Vanguard satellite, would have been a 
Brougham. A compteting Tecraft would be a Buick. It lacked the 
under-the-panel shielded oscillator. 


All of these front ends were in boxes about 9x5x3 inch cases and will 
still bring down 2M to 20M with "direct readout" if you have the most 
popular crystal. A reading of 14.200 mc was then what we now call 
144.200 mHz. If you find one with a down-put in the mid 20 mc range, 
think Collins or Heath Mohawk, If it brings your band down to 10M, it's 
probably a later attempt to deal with Ham Bands Only receivers. 
Hallicrafters offered one in 1957. 


All the first cabin converters are gone to the bargain box now. My 
TC-108, the only one I've seen, was $5 in a Dayton bargain box. But they 
still get found and resurrected and I have some literature on most of 
them. In fact, I yesterday got my scanner back on line and found my 
XC-50 Tapetone sheets under the hood. Probably forgot to send that to 
someone. 


And if you find a Nuvistor model converter, know it's very late in the 
game. It's also no better for 6M. But most of the 6M models were 
extraneous potboilers which the companies offered to sop demand. The 
market spoke, for a while, and is now silent. I keep a quite large, 
trust protected reference collection of Tecraft, which fills a roll 
around Stereo case easily, yet does not represent much over $200 
invested.

I have an old Henry 2K Serial #156 Floor Console. This is the old model 
with coverage of 80 to 10 but lacks the extra position to split 80 between 
75 and 80. 12 years ago the bandswitch broke. The central bandswitch 
actually switches 3 units and is just a switch that was originally braised 
on. The switch is connected to dial cord that switches the bands. The weld 
broke and I super glued it with the same glue you use to hold rear view 
mirrors on with. 


I borrowed a diagram on how to take the Henry apart but have forgotten what 
to do. I know you can remove the box and RF deck from the power supply 
chassis after removing the plug for the blower and unsoldering the time 
delay trip switch. I don't remember how to get into the back of the front 
panel. I seem to remember the front panel tilts forward (still very tight 
to get at the hub). I either want to super glue the hub back on the switch 
shaft or find a 

junker with a complete switch.
